The case is still to go to the Su- 
preme Court, there to be decided 
on the law and the evidence; for, 
despite Mr. Roosevelt’s efforts to 
destroy popular confidence in the 
integrity of that court, belief that 
It will weigh fairlv and decide 
justly has not been shaken. The 
hope, however, that the Supreme 
Court will sustain the decision of 
the Circuit Court seems not un • 
reasonable. The case against the 
American Tobacco Company has 
been prepared and argued by .Mr. 
Reynolds tor the Government with 
less of a desire to make political 
capital than to establish his con- 
tention in the minds of the Judges 
that the tobacco trust is operating 
restraint of trade. 

In no section of the country will 
the further progress of the country 
will the further progress of the case 
be watched with greater interest 
than in Kentucky, since with the 
Supreme Court rests the power to 
give the release from lawlessness 
that is no longer hoped for from 
the State.

New York, Nov. 9.— Edward M. Mor- 
gan, postmaster of New York city, 
was shot and fatally wounded by a 
man who accosted him near his home, 
ai 14tith street and Broadway. The 
assassin, who was identified as Eric 
H. Mackay, stenographer, then blew 
out his own brains. 

The only theory the police offer for 
the crime is that Mackay at one time 
suffered as the lesult of Postmaster 
Morgan’s investigation of dishonesty 
in connection with the work of the 
postal clerks in this city. 

Morgan was accompanied by his 12- 
year-old daughter when he left home, 
and was nearing the subway entrance 
when Mackay walked across the street 
toward him.

Adler is returning to New Orleans 
in the face of a federal indictment 
charging that he misapplied 5238,000 
of the State bank’s funds, and he bad 
no sooner greeted his friends than 
United States Marshal Loisel placed 
him under arrest. 

Adler left New Orleans last Decem- 
ber on an old fruit steamer, the Alps, 
which he had loaded with a full cargo 
of provisions from the Adler Whole- 
sale Grocery Co. The affairs of the 
jJBtate National bank were later liqui- 
'dated and Adler was indicted In the 
United States court on 74 different 
counts for misapplying its funds, while 
the grocery company went into the 
.-hands of receivers. 

The Alps was wrecked off the coast 
• of Honduras and Adler narrowly 
escaped death, but finally got safely 
ashore. He is said to have recouped 
his fallen fortunes by means of Hon- 
duran mining properties and other 
ventures.
